AVater Commissioner would be - iiecea- 
sary to justify il. His report is ni-ist 
useful iu iudicatiiiK' possible sourees of 
supply, also in pointing out the iuetlU i- 
eney of tlie present system, nud, in par- 
ticular, tho defects of tlie existiii;; ilislri- 
butioii. 

Even without stich a report il is ob- 
vious that a radical improvement of tho 
system of water supply is necessary, not 
only ^\^th a view to liavini; an Mde<iuate 
sui^ply of pv.re water for lll•iIlUiIl^' piir- 
Iioses, but for ndwiuate lire piotecliou. 
it perhaps "will servo no roo<1 purpose 
to refer to the waste of money the 
v.-aterwoi-ks of the past liave ilivolve<l. 
"Wluit is ihiii,- is (lone, and cannot iie 
umloiie. A i;o.pil purpose, liowever, may 
lie serveil hy takini: well to lieart the 
experience of the past in pri>ventiii^' mis- 
takes in the future. 

It is quite apparent that a very lar^re 
sum must he spent. 'I'liat is sniiicilnn;: 
tlie taxpayers must make 11)1 their mind 
to. In dccidiu;; upon a iiolicy so iniiiort- 
nnt I to their interests, the expeudltiu o 
of a snbstantial sum of money in order 
to obtain rhe best expert advice possible 
will lie a wise precaution, which we lie- 
lievo will not be overlooked. If we nre 
to spend $500,000 on a new scheme of 
waterworks, J-^.OOO, or even .?1Q.000.
